Section 8 change* the present law coacern- 
ing widows and orphan* of pensioners so a* 
to relieve them from toe nae emily of proving 
that the death of th* pensioner was caused 
by or do* to his m ilitary or naval service. 
Section 8 propose* that pensions granted to 
widows on account of minors shall bs con­ 
tinued without tbs present limit as to age 
when it is shown that such minors are a t un­ 
sound mind or physically helpless so as to b* 
incapable o f earning a subsistence. 
Section 5 provides that dependent parent*, 
proving th* feet and cense of death end the 
fact that the soldier left no widow or minor 
children, shall only be required to show that 
such parent or parent* are without other 
present means of support than their own 
manual labor or the contributions of friends. 
Under Ute present law it must be shown that 
they were dependent at the date of the sol­ 
dier’s death. 
Section 6 proposes to meet a very general 
demand from applicants for pensions by 
making the fact that any claimant under his 
or any other pension acta was regularly en­ 
listed ami mustered and served three months 
prima facie evidence that be was then in 
good health and free from the disease or 
oause of disability for which he claims a 
pension, such evidence, however, to be sub­ 
ject to rebuttal by record or other positive 
evidence of the prior existence of such dis­ 
ease or souse of disability. 
Ben Butler appeared before the senate 
pensions committee in support of the bill to 
pension and give extra pay to ex-prisoners 
of war for the period of their confinement. 
The senate bill, which is identical with that 
in the house, was introduced by Gen. Logan 
early in the session, and provides a pension 
of $4 monthly for those who were prison­ 
ers less than six months, $ 6 for those less than 
one year, and $ 8 ^for those confined longer 
than that period.

The main building is 75x140 feet on the 
corner of First street and Third avenuo, 
west. 
On tho east side io an addition 
12x45 feet, containing three rooms, tho 
first being a restaurant and refreshm ent 
room, which has been roated by Fr#d 
Russell, of VouDgblood A C o .; 
the 
second is the gents’ waiting room, for 
putting on skates, etc. ; and the third is 
12x18 foet, which will 
have an elegant Brussels carpet and rich 
fnm iture, also a good piano, etc. 
Across 
each end of the groat room is a balcony 
16x75 feet, w ith chairs On raised plat­ 
forms. 
There are two side balconies, ono 
for a band and the other for about forty 
reserved seats, commanding an uninter­ 
rupted view of the whole rink. 
There 
are two rows of raised chairs along both 
sides, separated from tho skating floor by 
a railing, and with a space for walking 
behind and before them.

surfsce is 60x135 feet, of three and four- 
birch, laid over a solid floor 
covered with building paper.

ashore, and was handed a bottle of 
liqnor, and he drank what there 
was le ft; at this, one of the Indians 
commenced a tirade of abusive 
language, because Gray had drank 
the liquor.

right here in Perham, and that 
never a word had been said about 
the matter, but because he knock­ 
ed down a red de>il it was a terri­ 
ble thing, and he must be arrested 
or pay a fine. 
This very tribe of 
Indians swear vengeance on Gray 
aer! say they will have revenge, 
and before any such course is re­ 
sorted to, every last one should 
be driven from our midst. 
On 
Sunday they took advantage of the 
kindness heretofore shown b}* John 
Rogers, farmer, on whose land they 
haye been camped for some time. 
W hile Rogers was absent several 
Indians and their squaws, while 
drunk, went to the house, set their 
dogs on his horses and cattle and 
raised the devil generally, while th# 
wife was in the house alone. 
The 
next morning Rogers drove them 
from his land. 
Now if there is a 
law let th# proper officials see that 
it is enforced. 
If these Indians are 
allowed to remain here, and are 
eontinually furnished whisky, no 
one is safs in their hands. 
The 
treacherous blood of their tribes 
still floAr through their veins, and 
if they are bent on seeking revenge, 
it is high time they were sent from 
here to the reservation upon which 
they belong.— [Perham Bulletin.

Doings of the House and Senate at 
Washington.

The year 1883 was recorded r.s 
one of the mest remarkable for 
direful disasters flint 
had been 
known for full half a century, and 
perhaps longer than that 
The year 
1884 bidswfair to e lipse even the; 
awful things of last year. 
Already 
this year there has been three ap­ 
palling wrecks at sea, three ships 
gone down, the City of Columbus, 
Daniel Heinnenunu, and State of 
Florida, by which nearly five hun­ 
dred persons found a watery grave. 
The number of lesser disasters at 
sea is large. 
What it will be when 
the year has closed no or.e can fore­ 
tell, should the rate of disaster 
continue. 
On 
land the deadly 
cyclone, the earthquake, coal mine 
horror, railroad wreck and flood 
have carried off their thousands of 
lives and destroyed millions of 
property. 
The year opens with 
irightful fatality, standing alone in 
the century for deadly disaster 
during the first quarter, and for- 
bodes ill for the remaining three 
quarters. 
One sickens to think of 
the craft that went down on lake 
and sea last year and with them the 
hundreds of dear lives, but to re­ 
flect upoa another year already be­ 
gun even more deadly is simply 
paralyzing. 


Both Sides of the Story. 
Last Wednesday night an Indian 
was badly pounded up by one of 
the lumbermen, named Joe Gray, 
and we will give the story as re­ 
ported by the Indians ; also that of 
llr. Gray, 
while in 
town 
on 
Monday. 
Thursday morning the 
red skins came to town and had 
much to say about how one of their 
kin had been nearly killed the 
night before, and they stated to the 
effect that if Gray was not dealt 
with by law they would take care 
of him themselves. 
In order to 
save any trouble from those who 
have ever been traitors to the 
whites, 
deputy 
sheriff 
Butler 
thought best to make arrests, also 
sent for Sheriff Brandenburg, who 
arrived 
Saturday morning. 
A 
warrant was issued for Gray, but 
they did not find him, but on Mon­ 
day morning he walked before His 
Honor, Squire Billings and paid his 
fine $5,00, and afterward told his 
story pertaining to the fracas.— 
Gray said he was at work with 
other drivers when several Indians 
and two white men came along.— 
They called to Gray and he came 
ashore, and was handed a bottle of 
liquor, and he drank what there 
was le ft; at this, one of the Indians 
commenced a tirade of abusive 
language, because Gray had drauk 
the liquor. 
He kept on with his 
abuse until he found himself laid 
out, or in other words well poun­ 
ded up by Gray. The Indians were 
all intoxicated, and Gray stated 
that 
they had 
been furnished 
whisky for the past three years 
right here in Perhaui, and that 
never a word had been said about 
the matter, but because he knock­ 
ed down a red devil it was a terri­ 
ble thing, and he must be arrested 
or pay a fine. 
This very tribe of 
Indians swear vengeance on Gray 
and say they will have revenge, 
and before any such course is re­ 
sorted to, every last one should 
be driven from our midst. 
On 
Sunday they took advantage of the 
kindness heretofore shown by John 
Rogers, farmer, on whose land they 
haye been camped for some time. 
W hile Rogers was absent several 
Indians and their squaws, while 
drunk, went to the house, set their 
dogs on his horses and cattle and 
raised the devil generally, while the 
wife was in the house alone. 
The 
next morning Rogers drove them 
from his land. 
Now if there is a 
law let ths proper officials see that 
it is enforced. 
If these Indians are 
allowed to remain here, and are 
eontinually furnished whisky, no 
one is safe in their hands. 
The 
treacherous blood of their tribes 
still fio* through their veins, and 
if the}* are bent on seeking revenge, 
it is high time they were sent from 
here to the reservation upon which 
they belong.— [Perham Bulletin.

ferred to President A rthur for investigation. 
Bills were passed to increase the water sup­ 
ply of Washington a n l to complete the 
sewerage system of the District of Columbia. 
O’Neill introduced a bill to exempt from 
duty raw sugar, rice, and various other ar­ 
ticles of food. 
W a sh in g to n C ity , May 13.—The senate, 
by unanimous vote, passed a bill to place 
Gen. Grant on the retired list with full rank 
and pay. 
Majority and minority reports 
were made on the bill to pension Gen. Ward 
B. Burnet, and Sherman presented a petition 
to put Gen. Fremont on the retired list. 
A 
communication 
from 
the 
secretary 
of 
war asked an appropriation of 
$20,000 
to repair Jacksonville barracks, at New 
Orleans. 
Logan gave notice that when 
the 
Mexican 
pension 
bill 
comes 
up 
he will move to strike out the amendment 
providing that no one shall have the benefit 
thereof unless unable to make a liviug. 
Vance called up his resolution to appropriate 
$30,000 for a monument to Sir W alter 
Raleigh on Roanoke Island, and it was re­ 
referred to tbe committee on library.

conference committee was appointed on the 
•hipping bill 
The Indian appropriation bill 
was completed and passed. 
The bouse of representatives passed the 
senate bill providing for civil govemmeut in 
Alaska, as also a measure making the legis­ 
lature of Dakota consist of twenty-four mem­ 
bers of the council and forty-eight members 
of tbe boose. 
Tbe Towushend bill, providing 
that no territory fcball apply few admission to 
the Union, until it has population sufficient 
for congressional represeutation, was laid on 
the table.

W a sh in g to n C jtt, May 16.—After ex­ 
tended discussion over an immaterial amend­ 
ment, the house, in committee of the whole, 
reported back the river and harbor, consular 
and diplomatic, army and District of Colum­ 
bia appropriation billa 
The army bill ap­ 
propriates for the next fiscal year $24,244,450, 
against $24,662,250 appropraited for the cur­ 
rent year, and $26,890,104 estimated by the 
departm ent Bills were passed furthering 
the construction of bridges over the Wiscon­ 
sin, Chippewa and S t Croix rivers in Wis­ 
consin. 
At tbe evening session thirty-two 
pension bills were passed. 
The senate was not in session. 
W ashington City, May 17.—In the house 
the senate amendments to the Indian appro­ 
priation bill was non-concurred in. 
The bill 
passed extending until Dec. 31, 1S85, the 
duration of the court of commissioners of 
Alabama claims. The bill to cnange the east­ 
ern and northern judicial districts of Texas, 
and to attach a part of the Indian territory 
to those districts passed.

M eeting a n d A djournm ent — Batleff 
N om inated for President* 
Chicago, May 14.—Hershey hall presented 
a gay but crowded appearance when the na­ 
tional Anti-Monopoli&t convention, over 1,000 
strong, assembled to nominate a candidate 
for president. 
Several hours were consumed 
in organizing the body and examining tbe 
credentials of delegates. 
A. J. Streator, of Rock Island, who was 
elected chairman, in his address referred to 
the panic iu New York, saying tbe humb­ 
ling of monopolists was an auspicious cir­ 
cumstance of the opening of the con vention 
The following permanent 
officers were 
elected: President, John F. Henry, of New 
York; secretaries, Messrs. Shively and Kili­ 
ra an. 
Mr. Henry took the chair and called 
for the rejjort of the committee on resolutions. 
The platform was then reported and in sub­ 
stance is as follows: 
The Anti-Monopoly organization of the 
United States in convention assembled de­ 
clares that labor aud capital should be allies, 
not enemies; that corporations, the creatures 
of law, should be controlled by law; that 
there should be the greatest reduction prac­ 
ticable in public expenses; that there shall 
be enacted and executed just laws assuring 
equality of rights, privileges, and Dowers to 
all citizens; that government should

The plank referring to the tariff is as fol­ 
lows: 
8. VYe demand the payment of the bonded 
debt as it falls due, the election of United 
States senators by the direct vote of the peo­ 
ple of their respective states, a gradual in­ 
come tax and a tariff, which is a tax upon 
the people, that shall be so levied as to bear 
as lightly as possible upon necessaries. We 
denounce tbe present tariff as being largely 
in tbe interest of monopoly and demand that 
it be speedily and radically reformed in tbe 
interest of labor instead of capttaL 
The convention soon proceeded to ballot. 
Butler received the thirty-nine votes of the 
Illinois and twenty-two eg the Michigan del­ 
egations solid, and a total of 105; Thurman 
seven, and Solon Chase ten. The nomine- 
tion of Gen. Butler was made nnanimona. 
The nomination of vice president wee rele­ 
gated to the national committee, which com­ 
mittee was elected ami the eouventien ad­ 
journed sine die. 
Boston, May 17.—Gen. Butler has written 
as follows to Mr. Shively, of South Bend, 
Ind., the secretary of the national Anti- 
Monopoly committee: 
“If there is any portion oí the people in 
this country who desire to vote for me for 
president, I shall not oppose their doing so, 
and they may do it in any way they 
may see fit; for it is their business to vote as 
they t>elieve, and not mine to direct them. 
Therefore, while I do not deem it proper

Brokers, bank depositors, and 
crowds attracted by the rumors of the im­ 
pending crash crushed hither and thither 
wildly circulating stories affecting the credit 
of this or that house. 
Kariy in the morning 
it was whispered that the day wonkl shew 
the ending of many hitherto substantial and 
well-thought-of houses, and the rumor was 
verified with the opening of the stock ex­ 
change. 
First on the list came Goff & Ran­ 
dall, whose suspension cause! the lulled feel­ 
ing of excitement to be fanned into a strong 
flame. Then followed in rapid succession Bo­ 
gart & Co., Nelson, Robinson &, Co., Hatch 
A Foote, and the Metropolitan bank.

W ashington City, May 19.—Senator Cul- 
lom’s bill to am*nd the pension laws, which 
baa just been introduced, embodies the sug­ 
gestions lately put forth by the G. A R. 
It 
does not include all of those suggestions; but 
in the rrattors that it does touch it com­ 
plies with the formally-expreaael wisbe* of 
the veterans. 
The following is a synopsis of 
the bill: 
Section 1 proposes to give a pension to 
every soldier or sailor belonging to the 
pensionable classes specified in the existing 
laws who served three months and who has 
or may hereafter become disabled by reason 
of a “wound, injury, or disease” not the re­ 
sult of bis ow i carelessness or vicious habits 
during the r >ntinuan« of snob disability, 
without requiring him to show tbat such 
disability was contracted in the service and 
line of duty, which requirement now bar* out 
tbonwan Is of cases bee*«Mw of tbe claimants’ 
inability to find witne-oe* j>er*onally cog­ 
nizant of »he facts couo^rning their disabili­ 
ties. It is provided that them pensions are to 
commence 
from 
the 
date of 
making 
application, 
except 
that in 
cases where 
tbe disability is shown 
to 
have 
been 
contracted 
in the servioe and the fine 
of duty, and its continuance and degree 
year by year is made to appear as required 
by tbe present laws, the pension shall com ­ 
mence «t the date of discharge. 
The highest 
pension t ■> be paid under this bill is to be $30 
per mourh, and tho rate in each case is to l-e 
fixed in proportion to the claimant’s ability 
to perform manual labor. 
No persons re­ 
ceiving or ent.'tbvi to a pension under exist­ 
ing laws for disabilities contracted in the 
service an 1 line of duty shall ba entitled to 
tbe benefits of this aet, but those whose ap­ 
plications are pending or may hereafter be 
filed can prosecute tbeir claims under thi9 
act if they so elect. 
Section 2 proposes to increase the pensions 
of all widows now receiving un ler general or 
special acts $8 per month to $12, and to mak* 
that tbe rate of such pensions hereafter 
granted. 
This increase of widows’ pensions 
is substantially agreed to by everybody, and 
will doubtless be passed in some shape. 
Section 8 changes tbe present law concern­ 
ing widows and orphans of pensioner* so as 
to relieve them from tbe necessity of proving 
that tbe death of the pensioner was canned 
by or doe to his military or naval service. 
Section 8 proposes that pensions granted to 
widows on account of minor* shall be con­ 
tinued without tbe present limit a* to age 
when it is shown that tuoh minora are of un­ 
sound mind or physically helpless so as to be 
incapable of earning a subsistence. 
Section 5 provides that dependent parents, 
proving the fact and cause of death and tbe 
fact that the soldier left no widow or minor 
children, shall only be required to show that 
such parent or parents are without other 
present means of support than tbeir own 
manual labor or the contributions of friends. 
Under the present law it must be shown that 
they were dependent at the date of tbe sol­ 
dier’s death. 
Section 6 proposes to meet a very general 
demand from applicants for pensions by 
making the fact that any claimant under bis 
or any other pension act* was regularly en­ 
listed and mustered and served three months 
prima facie evidence that he was then in 
good health and free from the disease or 
oause of disability for which he claims a 
pension, such evidence, however, to be sub­ 
ject to rebuttal by record or other positive 
evidence of the prior existence of such dis­ 
ease or cause of disability. 
Ben Butler appeared before tbe senate 
pensions committee in support of the bill to 
pension and give extra pay to ex-prisoners 
of war for tbe period of their confinement. 
The senate bill, which is identical with that 
in the house, was introduced by Gen. Logan 
early in the session, and provides a pension 
of $4 monthly for thoee who were prison­ 
er* less than six months. $6 for thoee leas than 
one year, and $8 ^for those confined longer 
than that period. 
It also allow* pay at the 
rate of $2 per day for tbe time they were 
held as prisoners of war. 
Senator Cullom 
says he will endeavor to secure some action 
on the bill at the next meeting of tbe com­ 
mittee. 
Gen. Butler is representing the ex­ 
prisoner*’ organisation without pay. 
He 
said it was tbe policy of the government, 
during th# last year of the war especially, to 
prevent an exchange of prisoners, inasmuch 
as the Confederates, who had been well fed 
and cared for, could immediately re-enter 
the army, whereas the Federal soldier* were 
practically useless for months to come, owing 
to tbeir ill-treatment and neglect 
Gen. 
Butler laid great strem upon this point, and 
he had practically entire control of the sys­ 
tem of exchange during the time of his com­ 
mand of the army of the Jam**.

The main building is 75x140 feet on the 
corner of First street and Third avenue, 
west. 
On tho east side ia an addition 
12x45 feet, containing three rooms, tho 
first being a restaurant and refreshment 
room, which has been rented by Frod 
Russell, of Youngblood & C o .; 
the 
second is the gents’ waiting room, for 
putting on skates, etc. ; and the third is 
the ladies parlor, 12x18 feet, which will 
have an elegant Brussels carpet and rich 
furniture, also a good piano, etc. 
Across 
each end of the groat room is a balcony 
16x75 feet, with chairs On raised plat­ 
forms. 
There are two side balconies, one 
for a band and the other for about forty 
reserved seats, commanding an uninter­ 
rupted view of the whole rink. 
There 
are two rows of raised chairs along both 
sides, separated from tho skating floor by 
a railing, and with a space for walking 
behind and before them. 
The skating 
surface is 60x135 feet, of three and four- 
inch yellow birch, laid over a solid floor 
covered with building paper. 
At the 
ends the floor is so laid that there is no 
skating across the grain. 
There is not a 
post nor any other interruption on lliio 
60x135 foot surface, the roof being sup­ 
ported by eight trusses each capable of 
sustaining 100 tons. 
The root is perfect­ 
ly safe, as are tho balconies. 
There are 
now 604 chairs in the rink, and with 
benches it will seat over 1,200 people very 
comfortably. 
The main-entrance is at 
the corner of the street and avenue by a 
broad stairway leading from the middle 
to the front, for use only in letting out 
the crowd. 
There are in all four exits, 
two being from the skating floor on a 
level with ground at tho rear corners.— 
There are two stairways leading to each 
of the end balconies. 
The rink is at 
present lighted by kerosene, 
twenty- 
eight large burners being used, equal to 
seventy-five common Ones. 
The cele­ 
brated expert Crocker skates will be kept 
in stock. 
This mammetli rink has cost 
Mr. Armstrong $7,000, and the lovers of 
skating in Duluth are fortunate in its 
possession.

The year 
1884 bids, fair to eclipse even the 
awful things of last year.

palling wrecks at sea, three ships 
gone down, the City of Columbus, 
Daniel Heinnemann, and State of 
Florida, by which nearly five hun­ 
dred persons found a watery grave. 
The number of lesser disasters at 
sea is large. 
W hat it will be when 
the year has closed no one can fore­ 
tell, should the rate of disaster 
continue. 
On 
land the deadly 
cyclone, the earthquake, coal mine 
horror, railroad wreck und flood 
have carried oft' their thousands of 
lives and destroyed millions of 
property. 
The year opens with 
irightful fatality, standing alone in 
the century for deadly disaster 
during the first quarter, and for- 
bodes ill for the remaining three 
quarters. 
One sickens to think of 
the craft that went down on lake 
and sea last year and with them the 
hundreds of dear lives, but to re­ 
flect upon another year already be­ 
gun even more deadl}' is simply 
paralyzing.

Last Wednesday night an Indian 
was badly pounded up by one of 
the lumbermen, named Joe Gray, 
and we will give the story as re* 
porttd by the Indians ; also that of 
Mr. 
Gray, 
while in 
town 
on 
Monday. 
Thursday morning the 
red skins came to town and had 
much to say about how one of their 
kin had 
been nearly killed the 
night before, and they stated to the 
effect that if Gray was not dealt 
with by law they would take care 
of him themselves. 
In order to 
save any trouble from those who 
have ever been traitors to the 
whites, 
deputy 
sheriff 
Butler 
thought best to make arrests, also 
sent for Sheriff Brandenburg, who 
arrived 
Saturday morning. 
A 
warrant was issued for Gray, but 
they did not find him, but on Mon­ 
day morning he walked before His 
Honor, Squire Billings and paid his 
fine $5,00, and afterward told his 
story pertaining to the fracas.— 
Gray said he was at work with 
other drivers when several Indians 
and two white men came along.— 
They called to Gray and he came 
ashore, and was handed a bottle of 
liquor, and he drank what there 
was le ft; at this, one of the Indians 
commenced a tirade of abusive 
language, because Gray had drank 
the liquor. 
He kept on with his 
abuse until he found himself laid 
out, or in other words well poun 
ded up by Gray. The Indians were 
all intoxicated, and Gra}* stated 
that 
they had 
been furnished 
whisky for the past three years 
right here in Perham, and 
that 
never a word had been said about 
the matter, but because he knock­ 
ed down a red devil it was a terri­ 
ble thing, and he must be arrested 
or pay a fine. 
This very tribe of 
Indians swear vengeance on Gray 
and say they will have revenge, 
and before any such course is re­ 
sorted to, every last one should 
be driven from our midst. 
On 
Sunday they took advantage of the 
kindness heretofore shown by John 
Rogers, farmer, on whose land they 
have been camped for some time. 
W hile Rogers was absent several 
Indians and their squaws, while 
drunk, went to the house, set their 
dogs on his horses and cattle and 
raised the devil generally, while the 
wife was in the house alone. 
The 
next morning Rogers drove them 
from his land. 
Now if there is a 
law let the proper officials see that 
it is enforced. 
If these Indians are 
allowed to remain here, and are 
continually furnished whisky, no 
one is safe in their hands. 
The 
treacherous blood of their tribes 
still flov through their veins, and 
if they are bent on seeking revenge, 
it is high time they were sent from 
here to the reservation upon which 
they belong.— [Perham Bulletin.
